THE INDIAN QUBSTION AGAIN, | 


General Sheridan Going to Fort Keno to 
Quiet Things, 


Wasutnoroy, July 10.—The Indian troubles 
are looked upon from Washington as becom- 
ing more serious. General Sheridan left here 
tonight for Fort Reno, Indian territory, as he 
desired to be at the scene of conflict. “A tele- 
gram has been sent to the officerin com- 
mand which eays the outbreak must be sup- 
pressed even ifthe Cheyennes are wiped oat 
of existence. General Miles is 
expected to arrive in Indian  ter- 
ritory not later than the first of 


next week. Hope is expressed that he may be 


able to qwiet the disturbance without blood. 
ebed. He is well known to the Indians and is 
said to have considerable influence over them. 
In the trouble with the Cheyennes some yoars 
go, they surrendered to him voluntarily, 
Prior to that it was always their custom to re- 
fuse to surrender. The Indian commissioner 
had not received any telegram from the scene 
of disturbance up to the close of office hours 
today. In answer to an inquiry as 
to whether it was the intention of the govern- 
ment to disarm the Cheyennes he declined to 
give any information. He declared that a 
great deal of harm might be done by the pre- 
maiure publication of the intention of the gov- 
ernment in such cases, as it enabled Indians 
to prepare themselves for resistance. Never- 
theless it cen be stated that the interior de- 
partment is strongly in favor of disarming the 
Cheyennes, and that Inspector Armstrong has 
recommended the adoption of this precaution. 
THE CHEYENNES RAMPANT. 
_ Wiensira, Kan., July 10.—Dispatches to the 
Eegle of yesterday’s date from Indian territory 
says: Agent Dyer, under instructions from 
the commissioner of Indian affairs, undertook 
to make a census of the Cheyennes, but was 
siopped by dog soldiers, who threatened with 
death any whoshould report for enrollment, 
at the same time placing two of their number 
as guards of agents office. They stopped 
work on the farms and threatened Dyer 
with death if he persisted in carrying out his 
orders, ‘hey openly declare that Dyer must 
go as he restricted their liberty. Dyer has 
simply been trying to keep them at work. 
On Wednesday night after midnight a party 
ol painted dog soldiers rode into the agency 
and called for the agent. They were told that 
he bad gone over to Fort Reno, 
and after a short council the 
Indiars rode away. The spokesman 
wes the same man who cut the telegraph 
wires at Cantonment. The officers at Fort 
Reno say that it is their intention to bring all 
these disorderly bands into subjection and 
they.are only waiting arrival of reinforce- 
ments that bave been ordered. Greater force 
must be concentrated at Fort Reno or,Can- 
tonument.

You are justified in assuring them that any 
cause of complaint wilt be fully examined by the 
authorities here, and if wrongs exist they shall be 
remedied. I think I hardly need add that they 
rust be fully assured of the determination on the 
part of the government to enforce their peaceful 
conduct, aud, by all power it has at hand to pre 
veut and punish acts of lawlessness and any out 
rages upon our settlers.

Secretary Whitney Proposes to Clean Thiags 
up Somewhat. 

Wasnincton, July 10.—The secretary of the 
navy proposes effectiugan entire reorganizas 
tion of nine government navy yards not later 
than next fall. An investigation looking to 
this end bas been in progress for some weeks. 
Committees at various yards have been exam- 
ining books and papers covering 
a period of ten years. These 
committees have been, and are 
being, assisted by a special commission sent 
from the pavy department. Reports are to be 
sentto Washington and compared with the 
books here. The object of investigation is to 
learn whether or not the books will agree with 
certain accounts inthe department at Wash- 
ington. It 1s intimated that already a discov- 
ery has been made thatthe books at the de- 
pertment show that certain materials which 
ought to be on hand in one of the yards can- 
not be found, At Mare navy yard, Califor- 
nia, the investigation will be most thorough, 
because of reports of needless expenditures oi 
money at that place. ee 

The recretary bas been furnished with the 
names of a number of persons who say that 
they can give evidences of fraud in that yard 
in the repair of United States vessels. 

‘‘Will the secretary order an investigation 
of the repairs of vessels in all the yards? 
was asked of a naval officer today who is 
acquainted with Secretary Whitney's inten- 
ticns. ae hae 

“It is useless to order an investigation,’’ he 
replied. “Money has been spent in some 
cases recklessly, but it cannot be recovered. 
At one yard, Mare Island, large amounts in 
past years have been expended on repairs.

THE NBW FRENCH MANIFBSTO 
FINALLY SUBMITTED. 


A Big Scheme for Increasing Population—The Floods 
in Austria-The Question of Engleand’s Moral 
Condi'ion—Paying for the Big Funeral 
of Victor Hugo-Other News. 


Paris, July 10.—M, Spulter, at a meeting 
today of republican deputies, read,a completed 
text of the manifesto which the republican 
party intend to iesue just prior to voting day 
in the coming elections. The main features of 
this document are: 1. A demand for a re- 
duction in the period of military service to the 
shortest time compatible with the urgencies of 
national defense. 2. A demand for ecanomic 
reform, especially a readjustment of the 
taxation and a re-establishment of the 
equilibrium in the budget. 3. In regard to 
proposal to separate church and state the 
menifesto says that although opinions may 
differ among republican, all ten agree upon 
a policy which, while it will guarantee free- 
dem of conscience will resolutely oppose cleri- 
calism, which under mask of religion, is real- 
ly a union of sll factions hostile to the repub- 
lic, 4. The platform condemna foreign policy 
otadventure and declares that the desire of 
the republican party is for a national policy 
based on self respect firmly carried out. 5. 
The manifesto in conclusion appeals fora un- 
ion Of 8!1 French republicans againt mon- 
erchists. 

A BID FOR INCREASE IN POPULATION,

GEORGIA GOSSIP. 


A Negro Woman Fatally Shot—Severe Raia 
Storm in Bats County, 


In Savannah, on May 19th, a negro woman 
named Phebe .Willams was fatally shot at her 
home. George Williams was arrested, and during 
the coroner’s inquest it was shown that a few min. 
utes before the tragedy he went intothe house 
and borrowed a pistol from his brother John, and 
endeavored to obtain admission totheroom in 
which the woman was dressing to go toa ball. 
The woman shut the door in his face. The 
prisoner pushed the door open again, 
when the weapon was discharged and the 
woman was shot in the forehead, the ball 
entering the skull just over the left eye, whence it 
passed through the brain. The prisoner claimed 
that the shooting was accidental, but the coroner 
committed him to jail on the charge of man- 
slaughter. At the trial the jury found him “guilty 
of involuntary manslaughter in the commission 
of an unlawiu! act.’’ He was placed in the dock 
and sentenced to three years in the penitentiary.

OUR WATER AUTOCRATS. 

If the water commissioners would deal 
with the people, who created the places they 
fill and who keep them in place, more gently 
they would live justas long and be justas 
heppy. The quality of the water they fur- 
nish does not in itself justify autocratic or- 
ders. Not satisfied with an order taxing 
each consumer from sixteen dollars upwards 
on account of a meter, they proceed to ssy 
that if the compound of mud and moisture 
they furnish clogs a meter, they will forth- 
with proceed to assess the highest monthly 
bill that the consumer has had the misfor- 
tuneto pay. If aman must hereafter watch, 
in erder to avoid the penalty, the action of 
mud upon the interior works of a meter, life 
becomes at once aburden. And yet this is 
what our water masters demand. As the 
servants of the people, visiting as they do 
each meter monthly, they should first send 
the consumer notice that his meter is out of 
order, and then, if heis negligent} let the 
penalty be visited upon him. But to ask 
each consumer to daily dissect his meter, is 
altogether unreasonable. 

No other town of fifty thousand people 
would accept such water as the water com- 
missioners are now pumping into the city. 
No other town, large or smal), in this or any 
other country, would cheerfu!ly invest thou- 
sands of dollarsin meters whose usefulness 
is at least very questionable, on account of 
the nature of the water supplied. But when 
we accept the water and furnish the meter, 
we have a right to expect the men, who in 
theory are our servants, will treat us fairly 
and reasonably. It is neither fair nor rea- 
sonable toapply a penalty without notice, 
because a little machine that wa do not un- 
derstand and did not want, becomes clogged 
with mud that should never have been 
brought in contact with it.

A NEW MEXICAN FRONTIER. 


The treaty of Guadalupe-Hidalgo did not 
provide for a very satisfactory boundary line 
between the two republics, and it is now pro- 
posed that a beiter one be had by purchasing 
the northern tier of states and territories in 
Mexico. The purchase, as outlined, would 
include the states of Tamaulipas, Nuevo 
Leon, Coahuils, Chihuahua and Sonora and 
the territory of Lower California. The popu-

It is difficult to say what the six states are 
worth to this country. Some think we could 
afford to pay $3500,000,000 for them, while 
others think they would be dearat $100,- 
000,000. There are mines both ef gold and 
silver in Sorora; Chibuabua bas deposits of 
copper as well as of the precious metals; Du- 
rabgo contains iron and silver, and in Coa- 
buila and Nuevo Leon there are abandoned 
mines and undeveloped deposits. It is 
claimed, however, that timber is scarce, 
strealus rare and insignificant, and the coun- 
try barren except where irrigation is practi- 
cable. Asarule the land is high, and pas- 
tursge not abundant except on the foot hills 
oftbe Sierra Madre range of mountains, 
Some of the rocks are of volcanic formation. 
The chances are the six states are not unlike 
Arizopa and New Mexico and other districts 
slong the present boundary line. Tae pros- 
pective value of the territory undoubtedly 
depends upon the yariety and richness of its 
minerals; and as nosurvey has been made, 
it is not easy to even approximate its valae. 
If we purchase at all we will buy inthe be- 
lief either that itis our destiny to gradually 
absorb our neighbor's territory, or else that 
we can get & great deal more out of the rocks 
ofthe territory than the Mexicans are at 
present getting. The annual gold and silver 
product of the six states is not at present very 
large. 

The republican organs combat the propo- 
sition to buy another slice of 
Mexico with great fury. They denounce it 
as a scheme to seat in the near future twelve 
democratic senators and in that way gaia 
contro] of the upper houseof congress. This 
is ail nonsense. The agitation began on the 
border among Spanish-Americans, and the 
people of the south had no more to do with 
it,and are not much more interested in it, 
than are the peopleof Minnesota. The farm- 
ers and millers of Minnesota would in fact 
gain more from the proposed purchase than 
the lerger part of the southern country. As 
far as the senate is concerned there will soon 
be enough northern democratic senators to 
change the character of that body. If sena- 
tors were elected by popular vote—if, in oth- 
er words, gerrymanders were abolished, the 
senate would to-day be democratic. The will 
of the people will prevail, and the democrats 
do not need territorial. acquisitions to secure 
political power. Patience and a sense of jus- 
tice will suffice; and if wo buy more Mexicano 
territory the sonth will meet the north half 
way when it asks, Will it pay?

4rtesian Wells, 
From the St. Louis Republican. 

The southern cities are beginning to look fer a 
supply of drinking water in the earth. Several 
artesian wells recently sunk in New Orleans re- 
veal the presence of a vein of good water at a 
depth of 400 feet, and it is probable 
that many Jarge establishments that use consid- 
ern ble water willsink wells. 

The cost of boring one is about $1,000, while the 
water billof many an establishment fora single 
yeur is greater, The wells are flowing and yield 
about a barrela minute. Artesian wells are com: 
ing into use in Savannah. The boring ‘has to be 
carried toa depth of 1,000 feet, but the water is 
good. The water of southern rivers is, aga rule, 
not good. That ofthe Ashiey and Cooper rivers 
at Charleston, and of the Savannah river in Geor- 
gia, is unfit to drink—and this is why deep wells 
are resorted to. The people of New Oricans have 
used the Mississippi water, but have depended, 
heretofore, upon cisterns.

THE LATEST DEVELOPMEMTS OF 
THE LINBs. 


Southern Railroads Changing to Standard Guage - 
Extending Lines—Railroad Moctingin Athens 
~4 Charter Amendec—A Melon Marksat 
Glutted—Genoral Railroad Points. 


The work of changing the gauge of sonthern 
railroads to the standard of four feet eight and a 
half inches is progressing steadily if not rapidly. 
The change of the Mobile and Ohio this week 
“‘will leave only two of the important lines ran. 
ning southward from the Ohio riverjof five feet 
gauge, and both of them are already mak- 
ing arrangements for the change to the 
standaid gauge.” The Louisville and Nashville 
will, it is said, make the change within the next 
few months, and the Cincinnati Eouthern system 
will follow suit as soon as an arrangement can be 
mace with the trustees. The five-foot gauge will 
then be practically {imited to the seaboard 
southern states, and will doubtless soon disappear. 
On the Atlantic Coast line the standard gauge 
now extends as far south as Wilmington, and the 
roads in that line from Wilmington to Charleston 
wil undoubtedly be soon of the same 
gauge, while the Savannah, Florida and 
Western is understood to be ready to 
make the change at the tame time with 
the connecting lines to the northward. The 
Richmond and Danville and its controlled lines
